JAIL PRISONERS
HID MRS. EPSTEIN

Raise a Purse to Pay Convict's
Wife's Kare to Home,

in Richmond.
Norfolk, Va.. July 9..Prisoners con¬

fined within the tour walla 01 Norfolk's
city jail, some of them serving a few
clay«' Sentence ami others in for a long
time, have taken up a collection total¬
ing over tor the purpose of defray¬
ing the expenses or .Mrs. Joe Epstein,
a young woman, wiio now claims Rich¬
mond as her home, hack to the place
of her abode.

Friday the husband of the unfortu¬
nate woman was convicted on the
charge'of pandering;, and he was given
a Sentence of seven years In the State
Penitentiary a: Richmond lor his of¬
fense.
Although the wife was the one who

had been badly imposed upon, accord¬
ing: to the police department, she came
down to Norfolk from Richmond to be
at the side of her husband when he
was tiled on the serious charge pre¬
ferred against him.

After the jury had returned its ver¬
dict of guilty In the case of Epstein
his wife went to the city jail and asked
permission to sec him. After a short
delay, Louie Friedman, one of the jail¬
ers, permitted her to talk with tho
convicted man for a few moments.
When the woman made n remark that
she was entirely without funds to get
back to Richmond, and hud no friends
or any one to care for her In Norfolk,

'a "trusty" In the city Jail made an ap¬
peal to the "hall hands." Practically
all of them responded generously, one
or two giving a dollar each, others 50-
cc-nt pieces, and some less fortunate In
finances, quarters, nickels und dimes.

After the collection had been taken
up the white prisoners wanted to know
if the unfortunate wotnun had enough
m< ney to carry her back to Richmond,
and if not they would be willing to
make other personal sacrifices. Ep-
stein, while the collection was being
taken up. occupied a nearby cell.
The charge against Epstein was a

serious one He belonged, so It seems.
to some show aggregation. He pleaded
guilty, according to the police, before
Judge W. B. Martin, then presiding In
the Corporation Court for Judge Allan
R. Hanckel, and was given three years
In the penitentiary.

Friends of Epstein, so It seems. In¬
terested themselves In the case and
made a motion for a new trial. This
was granted, and yesterday, after tho
jury trying the case had heard the evi-
dehce, a verdict of seven years In the
penitentiary was returned. Moe Levy] represented the defendant, while John
G. Tllton, Commonwealth's attorney,
represented the prosecution.
Patrolmen Zeller ami Cruett worked1

up the case against Epstein Accord¬
ing to the police, the defendant has
another wife und two children in New-
York State. i
The sentence Imposed by the Jury in

the Corporation Court Is Just four
years longer In the penitentiary than
was fixed when the defendant pleaded
guilty and later asked for a new trial.
This is the longest sentence so far Im¬
posed by a Virginia jury upon a pan-
dering charge. The law. which was
passed by the last General Assembly,
is now being enforced In different sec¬
tions of the State. Norfolk, however
was the first city »o nave a convic¬
tion under the terms of the new section
of the Code. The maximum penalty is
ten yenrs in the penitentiary.

FATAL POLITICAL RIOT
Eight Men Killed and Mori- Thnn IB

Wounded.
Oaxaca, Mex.. July 9..Fight men

were killed and more than llfteen
wounded In a political riot In Orotlan
last night. Partisans of Benlto Juarez,

one of the two candidates for gover¬
nor, began the riot by leading an at¬
tack upon mercantile establishments
of the Diaz brothers, relatives of Gen¬
eral Felix Diaz, the opposition eandi-(
date for governor.
Armed resistance on tho purt of

occupants of the store increased the

fury of th» mob. which ran amuck

through the principal streets of tho
little town, breaking windows of prl-

I vate and business houses.
In ^ short time the partisans of Diaz

rallied, nnd their leaders led them
In a counter m«l>. Few of either fac¬
tion were armed with anything bet¬
ter than revolvers und clubs. Stones
and knives were the weapons most
frequently wielded. Owners of stores

attacked posted themselves In many
crises on top <>f their buildings and
shot into the attacking mod. Most of
the deaths are ascribed to them.
The police were powerless to restore,

order, and the fighting cont'nued most
of the night. Two companies of sol¬
di,is were sent to Ocotlan this morn¬
ing to garrison the town.

Aviator, Engine Dead, Volplanes
Across Hudson and Clears

f Palisades.
New York. July 9..L.adis Luckowltz.

a French aviator, attempted to try out
a new Afty-horse power motor on his
Blerlot monoplane lato yesterday af-
temoon in a llight that wai to taku
him from Nassau Boulevard, LongIsland, to the ball grounds In Centralj Park, Luckowltz reached New York.but while hovering over Harlem lost
his bearings, and his motor, suddenly
stopping, he volplaned from a height9,000 feel serosa the Hudson Ulveiand landed in a meadow at Leonla, N.
J.. back of the Palisades in alightinghis machine turned over and was dam¬
aged. The Frenchman was shaken up.j but not seriously hurt.
The flight was arranged by the Aero

I Club of America, and the announce-
nient wa.s made that Luckowltz would
land in the large open space at thejsouthern end of Central Park. The
flight was to bo made, it was nti-
nounced, merely as a test of a newj motor.
Elaborate arrangements were madej to give the airman protection alongI the route. Three automobiles tilledwith his friends were stationed at dif¬ferent points along the Intended

j course. One party took up its stand
at the Long Island side of the Queens-boro Bridge, another at the Manhat¬
tan end of the structure, and a third
near the ball grounds In the park.Police headquarters was notified, endi two sergeants and two patrolmen fromthe arsenal kept a large crowd fromI the centre of the grounds. Fully 2,000youngster! had congregated on thodiamond, and more than il.OOO personshad gathered near the mall to listento a band concert.
The crowd toon heard that Lnsko-wltz would begin his flight nt <> o'clockand would probably cover the distancej from Miueoia to the park. thirteenmiles, in about fifteen minutes, nnd 't

waited, increasing in size every minute,As the time went by and no aeroplaneappeared the police had trouble keep¬ing the crowd In check.

Luskowltz made a good flight from
Nassau Boulevard, striking straightacross the sound and reuchlng New
York at Clason's Point. In the Bronx.There he got confused as to the dtrec-I tlon of Central Park. He came down¬
town as far as Thlrty-nfih Street andclroled about several times, trying hardI to get h's bearings nnd farn shlng foodfor speculation to crowds that throngedj every street in Harlem,

j He was up about 900 fest when his
motor suddenly stopped. Below was
nothing but roofs of houses and city! streets. Thero wns not a landing plaeoIn sight.

J I.uskowltz did not lose his nerve.
From h*s great hoiiilit he saw what
looked like smooth m.adows stretchingI to the west across the Hudson, and
pointing his monoplane at them theI Frenchman made one of the most
beaut'ful and successful aerial glidesIn the history of a'-roplanlng. Like
a flash he had passed over the city, out
above the river and was still about
3,000 feet in the air whon he reached

j the Palisades.I Picking out a smooth place of
ground, Luckowltz made a gracefulI descent to earth. The machine landed

j gently, but with considerable speed,and ran several yards. Just as It was
coming to a stop the wheel-i.and wings
got tangled in tall grass, the propeller
struck a hummock, and the monoplaneturned turtle.

j Luckowltz, tangled In a mass of
wires, had no chance to escape, and he
rolled over with the machine It tooni him several minutes to extricate hlm-

j self. The heavy parts of the machine
did not fall on him, and when hej scrambled to his feet he could scarce¬
ly believe that he was uninjured.
Beyond n few scratches and cuts and

a pretty general Fhaklng up, he had
nothing to complain of. One of the
wings of the machine was twisted out
of shape.

Herr Come »he Villagers.The aviator set about at once toright his machine, and he had beenhard at work about fifteen minuteswhen the Inhabitants of Leonla arrived
en masse. The machine landed on theOverpeck meadows about half a mllafrom the village, and those who could

; not get wagons or automobiles orother conveyances came on foot.
Hundreds came from other towns.and soon the meadows were black withj people. They hampered Luckowltz inhis work, and he wns about to give

up in despair when his wife and broth-
.er and six mechanicians arrived fromMineola. Some ono In the crowd, more
maliciously inclined than the others,deliberately applied a lighted matchto the broken wing of the machine
over which considerable gasolene hadbeen spilled, and It burned up beforethe Arc was extinguished.
